How Cleantiness, 


Economy, Health, 


May Be Furthered, 

In the interests of cleanliness, econ- 
omy and health it is of the utmost 
importance to know how to take pro- 
per care of milk, No other article of 
food becomes so easily contaminated, 
Merely to make sure that the milk 
you buy is pure is not sufficient, for 
| there are countless ways in which it 
can be rendered unfit for use after it 
reaches your home, 

Before removing the cap from a 
bottle of milk the cap and the neck 
of the bottle’ should be washed and 
carefully wiped with a clean cloth, 
| The cap should not be pushed down 
into the milk. It may be easily re- 
moved with a sharp-pointed instru. 
ment Without injuring the contents, 
} The bottle when once open should 
be kept covered, and the milk should 
be kept in.the original bottle until it 
is used Up. The original cap should 


no © replaced, but instead an in- 
‘verted gluss may be put over the top 
of the botile.~ 

The bode when not in use should, 
of course, always be left in the retrig- 
erator, and any milk that has been 
poured from it into another vessel 


should net be poured back. 

Onions and other foods having a 
strong odor, especially during the hot

Canadian @oldiers at the front, in- 
eluding those who are now prisoners 
of war in Germany, are piling up quite 
a tidy little savings account with the 
Canadian government, T a wy allow- 
ance to tie Canadians in most 
cases being held to thelr credit: at 
the London payimaster’s office, as the 
taen at the trent have little opportun- 
ity to spend money while in the war 
zone, und prefer to’ leave all but a 
small portion of it te-their credit in 
Londom According to advices rec iM ed 
at the militia deparfinent from Lon- 
don, a considerable portion of this ac- 
cumulated pay was recently invested, 
on the request of the soldiers, in bonds 
sold by the British government in con- 
nection with the recent war loan.

A Homestead | Suggestion 


Plan Advanced to Keep Homesteaders | 
on the Land 

There no greater obstacle to the 
jreal progress of the C.vadian west 
jthan the prevalence of abstanteeism, 
The effect of this 1s to keep settlers 
apart form one another, to hinder cu- 
operation in the improvement of 
roads, and to interfere wtih the work 
of churches ang schools. There will 
always be a certain amount of isola- 
tion to settlers, because of large farms | 
but that is more sily tolerated than 
the disability inflicted on them by the 
intervention of lots the owners of 
which do not either occupy them 
find others who are willing to do so, 

A suggestion has been sent out in 
circular signed by President Marnock 
of the Lethbridge board of trade to 
the effect that “service on established 
farms, duly certified by farmers,” or 
“attendance at agricultural schools or 
colleges, with certificates of efficiency’ 
might be allowed to count as part of 
‘the homestead duties at present re- 
!quired, Without going into the merits 
of these proposals it is necessary to 
} consider whether they would not tend 
to aggravate the evils of absentecism 
by lessening the time during which 
the homesteader is required to live 
‘in good faith on his land. 

It is perfectly obvious that the 
homestead regulations are loosely en- 
forced, or there would be less vacant
